Austin Bidwell, George McDonald tind 
Edwtird Hills, contrived to defraud the 
Bank of England of nearly £1,000,000 
They uc'coiuplishoO their swindle by tak 
ing Advantage of H custom of the bank 
which had grown up through the gen 
erul honesty of business men and tueth 
ods in England. The bunk was accus- 
tomed to receive bills of excnunge in 
deposit on account, without verifying 
their signatures or the acceptances 
Probably until the Uidwells began to 
experiment on them t!v> bank anthori 
ties never had had such paper offered 
them otherwise than in good faith 


These men con trued by pretense and 


falsehood to secure the necessary intro- 
duction to the bank officers, and opened 
an account with them under an assumed 
name. They then had several hundred 
bills of exchange printi-d on counterfeit 
plates ana Hooded the Bank of England 
with these bills from all over the world 
all signed anu accepted with apparent 
'regularity 
The bank unhesitatingly 


cashi J these rnd put the proceeds to the 
credit of the swindlers, who drew out 
the money in ostensible business trans 
actions in such a way as to excite no 
snspic.on on the part of the bank of 
tic i a Is. 


At last the rascals betrayed themselves 


by neglecting to date the acceptance of 
two of the fraudulent bills 
The bank 


sending these to the acceptors to have 
the omission supplied, discovered the 
fraud at once. After an exciting chase 
by detectives all the men were arrested 
then tried and convicted, and nil sen 
tenced to prison for life 
In 18SS George 


Bidwell was pardoned and allowed to 
return to the United States. The others 
are still in prison.—London Letter

Tbe 
storm wovei may pass centrally over any 
point and still th« weather remain clear 
throughout, but the warm wave, change of 
wind and cool wave are sure to ac%ompany 
almost every such storm wave.

1HE OAU-.E OF STORM WAVES 


Is somewhat of a rojbtery. My theory is 
that they are cans.«d by a circuit of elec- 
tricity rising in the low barometer and com- 
ing down iu the Ligb. 
The low being a 


columu cf rising air draws to it the clouds 
and mcisture that makes up the storm 
center. 


The storm center U lha low barometer, 


which, with the bi^b barometer, is called 
tbe storm wave. 
Tbe high barometer 


pours oo< 1 air into the rear of the low, and 
it is oftin the case that rain does not occur 


comes in, and the 


snow stc rms always occur after tha main 
portion of the low has passed, and as the 
high, with its cool wave, comes in. 


My forecasts are for tho front part of tbe 


storm wave, which often causes no rain, 
but it may be known by the rising tempera- 
ture. 
Herein is 
where 
the weather 


bureau ought to be useful. I can. give the 
iates of the storm waves, but cannot al- 
ways tell, so far ahead, whether the pre- 
cipitation will occur in front, rear, north 
side or south side of the low, or storm 
center. 
Knowing where tbe storm center 


is, and the conditions surrounding it, the 
weather bureau ought to make few mis- 
takes, but it makes many, aud its forecasts 
are of no use to farmer!), coal dealers, 
small dealers in products, etc. 


THEOBY OF BTOBM WAVES. 


These storm waves are strung arouod 


tbe earth in these northern latitudes like a 
string of beads, 
and 
their movements 


cause them to jostle up against eaeh other 
like oars when the engine suddenly put* 
on brakes or makes a sodden start. These 
jostlings of the storm waves against each 
other cause them to lose or gain as much 
as a days' time, and therefore I do not pre- 
tend to forecast their time nearer* than 
twenty-four hours. 


When these storm waves are driven 


north by the influences of the moon or the 
planets, we have excessively hot weather 
and drouth, and when, for a period of 
several weeks, they are driven south by 
the same influences, we have cool seasons 
as we had ia May, June and July, 1891, 


Cold Winters occur when the paths of 


the atormi are south, ai will be the case 
next January. 
Warm Winters surely fol- 


low when th'u storm paths are far to the 
north, . 


These storm waves do not move in per 


feet circles around the geographical north 
pole, but around tbe magnetic qdrlh pole 
which is about 70 degrees north and 97 
west, or 20 degrees south of the geograpbi 
cal north pole, and northwest ef Hudson 
Bay. 
There is another magnetio north 


pole in Northern Asia, around which the 
storms of that continent probably make a 
semi-circle. 


Many of our storm waves cross Europe 


and Asia, but some of them appear to pass 
between the two north magnetio polei 
The tropical hurricanes appear to move nl 


Railroad Ken to be Paid by Checks. 
The San Francisco papers s»y Presiden 


Hnotington of the Southern Pacific Com 
pany intimate* that ha is (o make a cbacg' 
!D the pay department of ths company 
which in his opinion should be completely 
reorganized. 
He has arrived at this con 


olUBion after a thorough investigation mad* 
through the reports submitted for his coo 
sideration by minor officials, and desires to 
see the change brought about at onoe for 
wreral reasons. In ths fint place the 20, 
000 mun employed on the Pucific system 
ore net at all satisfied with che present ays 
tern of paying off, and for several years 
have clamored loudly for a change. 
By 


the system now in vogae they are com- 
pelled to wait twenty-five days for their 
money after it becomes due. For example, 
the wages due employes for the mouth cf 
February are held by the company until 
March 25th. 
Tery often the twenty-five 


day limit i* exceeded and the men are 
obliged to wait for a whole month for 
money earned on the previous month. 
Abont a year ago complaints from this 
source became so ganeral tbat Mr. Hun- 
tington was forced to take cognizance of 
them. 
He called a meeting of the officials 


and the matter ,was discussed at consider- 
able length. Many of tbe officers opposed 
anything 'like a change, and finally con- 
vinced Mr, Huntiogton that the pay or 
method was vastly superior to any other, 
BO tbe matter waa droj>ja»d. 
Bat Mr. Hun- 


tidgton has bad a few figures prepared oo 
the subject, which show conclusively tbat 
there is a deeper reason for a change than 
is fonnd in the complaints of employee. 
He has learned tbat the coat of keeping 
two pay cars on the road for two weeks 
each month in the year has always been a 
needless expense, and that another system 
of paying, now nsed by many Eastern 
roads', would be preferable. 
The Eastern 


method, and the one which Mr. Hunting- 
ton now proposes to adopt, is to pay by 
cheeks.

Atlantic coast is rupidly deHtroyin^ near 
ly every kind of eea food upon \vhu-h tin- 
people have been MCCHStc-utPil to raly 
The cotnplainta of tho tuou who control 
the fish markets are long and lond Unit 
the supply of fish is much less for tin* 
season than it was the last. The lubst<-i 
factories on the Maine coast iti-e all 
closed, and one haa to go down as far 
east as Prince Edward island to find a 
lobster with a shell oo his back at a fair 
price. The herring factories have be- 
gun to exhaust the immense schools ot 
herring that gather around Grand Mu- 
nan and work their way into the Bay of 
Fnndy. 


The mackerel have been so scarce dur 


ing the season, from tBb wholesale de- 
struction of schools, that a single mack- 
erel is today more expensive than a 
pound Jof beef. The blnensh are still 
plenty, but there are signs that even this 
species of fish is beginning to be preyed 
upon by the methods employed by the 
fishermen in catching them. The fisher- 
men Bay that they are obliged to use 
these destructive methods in order to 
protect themselves from the encroach- 
ments of those who refuse to keep to the 
old methods, and so the wholesale de- 
struction goes on without restraint. 


The time has come when if the sea is 


to yield to us much longer the delicious 
food which makes life on the Atlantic 
coast a delight to the people of the west, 
oa well as to tbe natives, 
different 


methods of catching tho fish, and a pro- 
tection for them in the close season, 
must be established by law, for which 
the proper enforcement must be ar- 
ranged. The necessity is urgent. There 
is not a single species of fish used for the 
table which is not now iu great danger 
of extinction. The salmon and the shad 
bave been protected, but protection is 
equally demanded for the cod, the her- 
ring, the lobster and the mackerel.— 
Boston Herald.
